1. Claims 1-2, 4-5 do not possess the novelty as prescribed by Article 22.2 of 
the Patent Law compared to Reference 1 . 

2. Claims 3 and 6 do not possess the inventive step as prescribed by Article 
22.3 of the Patent Law compared to the combination of Reference 1 and 
Reference 6. 

3. There is no unity between independent Claims 1 and 7, not complying with 
the provision of Article 31.1 of the Patent Law. 

4. Claims 3-6 are unclear, not complying with the provision of Item 1, Rule 20 
of the Implementing Regulations of the Patent Law. 

Based on the above reason, the present application cannot be granted a patent 
right. The applicant should reply to this office notice within the specified time 
limit. If it is necessary, the applicant should amend the application file. 
Otherwise, the present application will hardly to be approved. The amendments 
should conform to the provision of Article 33 of the Patent Law, the 
amendments shall not go beyond the scope of the disclosure contained in the
